Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Board of Eaton: 


The year which closed on June 30, 1923 was one of con- 
sistent progress for our schools. Except for a short period 
when she was called away by sickness in her family, Miss 
Mabel Rounds administered the work of the Snowville 
School in her usual able manner. Mr. Harvey Stuart com- 
pleted the school year at South Eaton, replacing Miss Muir- 
iam Dorr who taught to the end of the first term. 


We are very fortunate in having both Miss Rounds and 


Mr. Stuart return to the respective schools this year, and I 
confidently predict that this continuity of service will affect 
favorably the rate of progress of the schools. 


The three pupils who completed the work of the eighth 
erade last year received their diplomas on June 21st. It is 
gratifying to know that two of these young people are attend- 
ing High School. A good deal of effort is required for 
Eaton pupils to obtain a higher education, and especial credit 
is due those who seek it. There will. be no graduation at 
Eaton this year since there are no pupils enrolled in the 
eighth grade. 


Occasionally one hears it said, usually among the older 
generation, that the schools of today are not as efficient in 
the fundamental studies as those of years ago. Probably 
the two subjects most frequently mentioned in this connec- 
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tion have been Arithmetic and Spelling. In 1846, tests were 
prepared in these subjects at Springfield, Mass., and given 
throughout the city to ninth grade pupils of the average age 
of 15 years and six months. The scores in Arithmetic aver- 
aged 2914%, and in spelling 4014%. In November of the 
present school year, your superintendent gave these two 
tests to the seventh grade pupils in Eaton of an average age 
of less than fourteen years. The arithmetic test was the same 
in every particular as the old Springfield test. The spelling 
test was somewhat revised to meet the needs of modern vo- 
cabularies, but the words used were of the same degree of 
difficulty as those used at Springfield in 1846. The scores of 
your seventh grade children were 71% in the Arithmetic, and 
67% in the Spelling test. To my mind the results are no 
better than they should be, but they will serve to assure you 
that when the program of studies for our elementary schools 
has been enlarged and enriched, it has not been done at the 
expense of the fundamentals. 

The two school buildings are in fairly good condition and 
to my knowledge no urgent repairs are necessary. In the 
matter of equipment it might be well to consider the pur- 
chase of galvanized iron jackets for the stoves. The jackets 
aid greatly in the equal distribution of heat throughout the 
room. 


May I bespeak your continued co-operation in my work.
